HEADQUARTERS AS APPROPRIATE. AS A CIVIL GROUP THE BONN EMBASSIES 
CONSIDER THAT IT WOULD BE INAPPROPRIATE FOR THEM TO PLAN BEYOND 
THE STAGE OF ACTIVE INTERFERENCE, I.E. AIRCRAFT SHOT/FORCED DOWN, 
AND HAVE RECOMMENDED THAT PLANNING FROM THIS STAGE SHOULD BE THE 
RESPONSIBILITY OF THE LIVE OAK GROUP UNDER THE BASIC PAPER PARA-

2. THE THREE EMBASSIES BONN ANDTHE LIVE OAK GROUP PARIS HAVE 
THEREFORE AGREED THE FOLLOWING DIVISION OF RESPONSIBILITIES FOR 
AIR ACCESS PLANNING: 

A. BASIC PAPER, PARA 12B(l) THRU (7) 

THE THREE EMBASSIES IN BONN, HAVE THE RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR THE PLANNING REQUIRED UNDER PARA ] 2B TASKS (l) THRU (7). 
IT SHOULD BE NOTED, HOWEVER, THAT TASK (6) IS TAKEN ONLY TO THE 
POINT OF AIRCRAFT SHOT/FORCED DOWN. 

B. BASIC PAPER, PARA IB, C, 1 1 A AND I3C 

THE LIVE OAK GROUP, PARIS, HAS THE RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
PLANNING MEASURES TO BE IMPLEMENTED AFTER AIR ACCESS HAS BEEN 
FORCIBLY OBSTRUCTED BY AIRCRAFT SHOT/FORCED DOWN. 

3. HANDLING OF PAPERS;
